AN AMENDMENT TO THE MASTER BOND ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE amending Master Bond Ordinance Number 11-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 
2011, as previously amended, to authorize the County to extend, and increase through the issuance of 
$50,000,000 in general obligation bonds, a revolving line of credit to finance capital projects and approving 
a form of indenture amendment for such financing 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners (the “Board”) of The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County ”), 
heretofore adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, Ordinance Number 11-0-69 entitled, “An Ordinance 
prov iding for the issuance of one or more series of General Obligation Bonds of The County of Cook, 
Illinois” (the “Bond Ordinance”); and 

WHEREAS, the Board amended the Bond Ordinance on the 7th day of September, 2011, pursuant to 
amending Ordinance Number 11-0-70 (the “First Amending Ordinance”) entitled, “An Ordinance 
Amending Ordinance Number 11-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, by the Board of 
Commissioners of The County of Cook, Illinois;” and 

WHEREAS, the Board further amended the Bond Ordinance on the 1st day of May, 2012, pursuant to 
amending Ordinance Number 12-0-21 (the “Second Amending Ordinance”) entitled, “An Ordinance 
Amending Ordinance Number 11-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, as previously amended, to 
make technical clarifications and revisions regarding credit facilities and other variable rate debt 
instruments;” and 

WHEREAS, the Board further amended the Bond Ordinance on the 16th day of October, 2012, pursuant 
to amending Ordinance Number 12-0-45 (the “Third Amending Ordinance”) entitled, “An Ordinance 
Amending Ordinance Number 11-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, as previously amended, by 
the Board of Commissioners of The County' of Cook, Illinois,” and 


WHEREAS, the Board hirther amended the Bond Ordinance on the 13th day of November, 2013, 
pursuant to amending Ordinance Number 13-1961 (the “Fourth Amending Ordinance”) entitled, “An 
Ordinance amending Master Bond Ordinance Number 10-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, as 
previously amended, to name additional financing teams and authorize the issuance of certain refunding 
bonds;” and 
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WHEREAS, the Board further amended the Bond Ordinance on the 23rd day of July, 2014, pursuant to 
amending Ordinance Number 14-3645 (the “Fifth Amending Ordinance”) entitled “An Ordinance 
amending Master Bond Ordinance Number 11-0-69 adopted on the 27th day of July, 2011, as previously 
amended, to authorize the County to enter into a revolving line of credit to finance capital projects and 
approving a form of indenture for such financing” (the Bond Ordinance, as amended by the First 
Amending Ordinance, the Second Amending Ordinance, the Third Amending Ordinance, the Fourth 
Amending Ordinance, the Fifth Amending Ordinance, being the “Master Bond Ordinance”); and 

WHEREAS, the Master Bond Ordinance authorizes the issuance of one or more series of general 
obligation bonds to finance Capital Projects (the “Capital Project Bonds”) in a not to exceed aggregate 
principal amount of $295,000,000, for such Capital Projects as are expressly approved by the Board from 
time to time; and 

WHEREAS, traditionally the County has financed its Capital Projects primarily through long-term 
borrowing; and 

WHEREAS, the County previously has detennined that tax-exempt, revolving lines of credit (each, a 
“Revolver”) issued by a bank or banks will provide a cost efficient means to finance its Capital Projects 
on a tax-exempt basis and that such Revolvers are expected to ultimately be refinanced with tax-exempt 
long-term bonds; and 

WHEREAS, under the Master Bond Ordinance, any amounts drawn under a Revolver (“Advances”) are 
Variable Rate Bonds and are Direct Purchase Bonds purchased by the bank providing such Revolver; and 

WHEREAS, the County previously has determined that Revolvers will assist the County' in achieving its 
goals of eliminating negative arbitrage in project funds, minimizing costs associated with undrawn 
balances, achieving the lowest rate available in the current short-term market and mitigating structural, 
credit, liquidity and operational risk; and 

WHEREAS, the County previously has determined to enter into an agreement with PNC Bank, National 
Association (“PNC”) pursuant to which PNC provides a Revolver to the County (the “PNC Revolver”) in 
an amount not to exceed $125,000,000, which Revolver was extended for a two-year period in December, 
2016 and is cunently scheduled to terminate in December, 2018; and 

WHEREAS, Advances drawn pursuant to the PNC Revolver are secured by an original Trust Indenture 
by and between the County' and Amalgamated Bank of Chicago, as trustee (the “2014D Indenture”), 
securing $125,000,000 General Obligation Bonds, Series 2014D (the “2014D Bonds”) in accord w ith such 
financial policies as are approved by the Board and contained within the annual budget resolution; and 


WHEREAS, the Board has determined that it is in the best interests of the County and its taxpayers and 
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residents to extend the Revolver with PNC for an additional term, not to exceed a three (3) year term and 
to increase the amount available under the Revolver from $125,000,000 to an amount not to exceed 
$175,000,000; and 

WHEREAS, to secure the increase in the par amount of the Revolver, the County must amend the 
2014D Indenture to increase the maximum par amount authorized to be secured thereunder from 
$125,000,000 to $175,000,000; and 

WHEREAS, to enable the PNC Revolver in such higher principal amount to be fully secured, the County 
must authorize the issuance of $50,000,000 in aggregate original principal amount of its General Obligation 
Bonds, Series 2018 (the “2018 Bonds”); and 

WHEREAS, the Board has detemiined that it is in the best interests of the County- and its taxpayers and 
residents to authorize the payment of the costs of issuance of the 2018 Bonds from the Revolver; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has heretofore and it hereby expressly is determined that it is advisable and 
necessar>- to (a) enter into the Second Amendment to 2014D Indenture (the “Second Amendment”), the 
fonn of w hich has been prepared and is present at this meeting and (b) to enter into an agreement with 
PNC and execute any related documents (collectively, the “PNC Revolver Agreements”) in fomis 
approved by the Chief Financial Officer of the County (the “Chief Financial Officer”) pursuant to w hich 
PNC will provide and extend the PNC Revolver to the County in the higher available principal amount 
contemplated by this Ordinance. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, as follows: 

Sec. 1 .Definitions in Master Bond Ordinance. 

The capitalized tenns used in this Ordinance not otherw ise defined shall have the meanings set forth in the 
Bond Ordinance 

Section 1 .B of the Master Bond Ordinance is amended to include the follow ing defined terms:“2014D 
Indenture” means a Trust Indenture by and between the County and Amalgamated Bank of Chicago, as 
amended by the First Amendment to Trust Indenture dated as of August 31,2017, and by the Second 
Amendment to Trust Indenture dated as of the 1st day of the month in which the 2018 Bonds are issued, 
securing (i) the $125,000,000 General Obligation Bonds, Series 2014D and (ii) the $50,000,000 General 
Obligation Bonds, Series 2018 

Sec. 2.Revolvers, Advances and the PNC Revolver Agreement. 

The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized, on behalf of the County to approve the final provisions 
of the PNC Revolver Agreements consistent w ith this Section 2 w hich may include, but are not limited to 
provisions on fees, covenants, indemnification of PNC and its related entities and each of their respective 
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directors, officers and employees, events of default, remedies, interest rates on Advances, repayment 
tenns for Advances and conditions precedent to Advances, and the payment of the costs of issuance of 
the 2018 Bonds from Advances. The PNC Revolver shall have a maximum principal stated amount of 
not to exceed $175,000,000 and shall have the terms as set forth in the PNC Revolver Agreements. The 
Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized, on behalf of the County, to execute and deliver, and the 
County Clerk is hereby authorized, on behalf of the County', to attest and impress the official seal of the 
County upon, the PNC Revolver Agreements.The President, the Chief Financial Officer, the Deputy Chief 
Financial Officer of the County, the Comptroller of the County' and the Deputy Comptroller of the County 
(each, an “Authorized Officer”) are each, jointly or collectively as provided herein, authorized to execute 
on behalf of the County any documents relating to Advances, the PNC Revolver, the 2014D Indenture, the 
Second Amendment and the PNC Revolver Agreements; provided however, that any requests for 
Advances and other documents relating to requests for Advances, as amended (including, but not limited 
to the forms as set forth as Exhibits B-D to the 2014D Indenture) must be signed by any two of the 
Authorized Officers. 

Sec. 3. Indenture Amendment. 

The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized, on behalf of the County' to execute and deliver, and the 
County Clerk is hereby authorized, on behalf of the County, to attest and impress the official seal of the 
County upon, the Second Amendment. The Second Amendment shall be in substantially the form present 
at this meeting and attached as Exhibit A and hereby approved. The Chief Financial Officer’s execution 
of the Second Amendment will constitute conclusive evidence that the executed Second Amendment is in 
substantially the form present at this meeting. 

Sec. 4. Declaration of Intent. 

The County intends to make certain expenditures of its own funds, on or after the date of passage of this 
ordinance or not more than 60 days prior to such date, for the acquisition, construction, acquisition and 
installation of Capital Projects and approves or has approved such expenditures as a temporaiy advance 
of such funds. The County expects to reimburse itself for such expenditures from the proceeds of draws 
from time to time under the PNC Revolver. The maximum amount of such draws outstanding at any time 
and related to the 2014D Bonds is expected to be $125,000,000 and the maximum amount of such draws 
outstanding at any time and related to the 2018 Bonds is expected to be $50,000,000. This ordinance is, 
among other things, a declaration of intent under Treas. Reg. Section 1.150-2. 

Sec. 5. Prior Inconsistent Proceedings.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY PARKING LOT AND GARAGE OPERATIONS 
TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article 
XIII, Parking Lot and Garage Operations Tax, Sections 74-511 and 74-514 of the Cook Count\ Code is 
hereby amended as Follows: 

Sec. 74-511. - Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this article, shall have the meanings ascribed to 
them in this section, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Dookins Intermediary means any person or entity that facilitates processimi and fulfillment of 
reservations between individuals desiring parkimz in a parkin^ lot or uaratze and an operator or valet parkinu 
operator, but does not itself own, lease or operate the parking lot or garage, for which payment is beimi 
collected or retain the consideration for the parking or storage of motor vehicles at such parkitm place. 

Charge or fee paid for parking means the gross amount of consideration for the use or privilege 
of parking a motor vehicle in or upon any parking lot or garage in Cook County, collected bv an operator 
or a valet parking operator and valued in money, whether received in money or otherwise, including cash, 
credits, property and services, detemiined without any deduction for costs or expenses w hatsoever, but 
not including charges that are added to the charge or fee on account of the tax imposed by this Chapter or 
on account of any other tax imposed on the charge or fee. "Charge or fee paid for parking" shall exclude 
separately stated charges not for the use or privilege of parking. If any separately stated charge is not 
optional, it shall be presumed, unless proved otherw ise, that it is part of the charge for the use or privilege 
of parking. 
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Department or Department of Revenue means the County Department of Revenue. 

Motor vehicle means any vehicle that is self-propelled. 

Operator means any person conducting the operation of a parking lot or garage, as defined by this 
Article, or receiving consideration for parking or storage of motor vehicles at a parking place within Cook 
County. The tenu does not include Booking Intermediaries. 

Parking lot or garage means any building, structure, premises, enclosure or other place, whether 
enclosed or not, except a public way, within the County, where four or more motor vehicles are stored, 
housed or parked for hire, charge, fee or other valuable consideration in a condition ready for use, or 
where rent or compensation is paid to the owner, manager or lessee of the premises for the housing, storing, 
sheltering, keeping or maintaining of such motor vehicles. 

Person means any individual, corporation. Limited Liability' Corporation, organization, 
government, governmental subdivision or agency, business trust, estate, trust, partnership, association and 
any other legal entity . 

Valet Parking Operator means a person who employs one or more attendants for the purpose 
of providing a valet parking service or who contracts his own services, but not in the capacity' of 
employee, to any business establishment, for the purpose of providing a valet parking service to such 
establishment located in Cook County'. The term does not include Booking Intermediaries. 

Valet Parking Service means a parking service provided to accommodate patrons of any 
business establishment, which service is incidental to the business of the establishment and by which an 
attendant on behalf of the establishment takes temporaiy custody of the patrons' motor vehicle and 
moves, parks, stores or retrieves the vehicle for the patrons' convenience. 

*** 

Sec. 74-514. - Maintenance of records. 

(a) It shall be the duty of eveiy' operator and valet parking operator to keep accurate and 
complete books and records to which the Director of Revenue shall, at all times, have full access. These 
books and records shall include all cash register or other receipts required by this Article, all tickets and 
voided tags, and a daily sheet for each location show ing; 

(1) The number of motor vehicles parked in or on each lot or garage, segregated on a daily, 
weekly, monthly, or other basis, and also segregated by the amount of the charge or fee 
imposed for parking; and 

(2) The actual parking lot or garage tax receipts collected from all parking transactions. 

(3) Any other original source documents and books of entry denoting the transactions that gave 
rise, or may have given rise, to any tax liability, exemption or deduction or defense to liability. 
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(b) All books and records required by this Section shall be retained for the taxable time period as 
listed in the statute of limitations section of the Uniform Penalties, Interest and Procedures Ordinance, 
Article III, Section 34-60 et seq.; provided, however, that an operator on an annual basis may request 
approval from the Director of Revenue to discard tickets or tags that were issued more than one year 
earlier, and the Director shall grant approval if the director determines that the operator's books and 
records satisfy the requirements of this Article. 

(c) Upon the Department of Revenue’s request. an\ Booking Intermediary shall provide a list of 
all operators or valet parking operators w ithin Cook County' that have listed a parkins lot or aaraae with 
the Booking Intemiediarw includin^ the operator's or valet parking operator’s address and contact 
information.

Booking Intermediary means any person or entity that facilitates processing and fulfillment of 
reservations between individuals desiring parking in a parking lot or garage and an Operator or 
Valet Parking Operator, but does not itself own, lease or operate the parking lot or garage nor any 
portion thereof, for which payment is being collected or retain the consideration for the parking or 
storage of motor vehicles at such parking place. 

Charge or fee paid for parking means the gross amount of consideration for the use or privilege 
of parking a motor vehicle in or upon any parking lot or garage in Cook County, collected by an 
operator or a valet parking operator or a Booking Intermediary and valued in money, whether 
received in money or otherwise, including cash, credits, property and services, determined without 
any deduction for costs or expenses whatsoever, but not including charges that are added to the 
charge or fee on account of the tax imposed by this Chapter or on account of any other tax imposed 
on the charge or fee. "Charge or fee paid for parking" shall exclude separately stated charges not 
for the use or privilege of parking. If any separately stated charge is not optional, it shall be 
presumed, unless proved otherwise, that it is part of the charge for the use or privilege of parking. 

Department or Department of Revenue means the County Department of Revenue. 

Motor vehicle means any vehicle that is self-propelled. 

Operator means any person conducting the operation of a parking lot or garage, as defined by this 
Article, or receiving consideration for parking or storage of motor vehicles at a parking place 
within Cook County. The term does not include Booking Intermediaries. 

Parking lot or garage means any building, structure, premises, enclosure or other place, whether 
enclosed or not, except a public way, within the County, where four or more motor vehicles are 
stored, housed or parked for hire, charge, fee or other valuable consideration in a condition ready 
for use, or where rent or compensation is paid to the owner, manager or lessee of the premises for 
the housing, storing, sheltering, keeping or maintaining of such motor vehicles. 

Person means any individual, corporation. Limited Liability Corporation, organization, 
government, governmental subdivision or agency, business trust, estate, trust, partnership, 
association and any other legal entity. 

Valet Parking Operator means a person who employs one or more attendants for the purpose of 
providing a valet parking service or who contracts his own services, but not in the capacity of 
employee, to any business establishment, for the purpose of providing a valet parking service to 
such establishment located in Cook County. 
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Valet Parking, Service means a parking service provided to accommodate patrons of any business 
establishment, which service is incidental to the business of the establishment and by which an 
attendant on behalf of the establishment takes temporary custody of the patrons’ motor vehicle and 
moves, parks, stores or retrieves the vehicle for the patrons' convenience. 

Sec. 74-512. - Tax imposed. 

(a) A tax is imposed upon the use and privilege of parking a motor vehicle in or upon any parking 
lot or garage in the County. The tax shall be collected by operators and valet parking operators 
and Booking Intermediaries , as described in this Article, from any person who seeks the 
privilege of occupy ing space in or upon any parking lot or garage. 

(b) Valet Parking Operators are required to collect and remit the tax imposed by this Article, for 
each motor vehicle parked at a Parking Lot or Garage, as described in this Article; however, 
if the valet parking operator has a written agreement with a parking lot or garage operator that 
designates an amount of consideration paid by the valet parking operator which the parking 
lot or garage operator remits to the Department as parking lot and garage operations tax, or 
proof of such tax being paid to the parking lot or garage operator, the valet parking operator 
may take a credit for the amount remitted by the parking lot or garage operator. The valet 
parking business shall have the burden of proving its entitlement to this credit with books, 
records and other documentary evidence. 

(c) Tax rates through August 31,2013.

(d) Tax rates effective September 1, 2013. 

(1) A tax upon the use or privilege of parking a motor vehicle in or upon parking lots or 
garages, except for parking lots and garages in subsection (2), is hereby imposed at the 
rate of six percent of the charge or fee paid for parking for a 24-hour period or less and 
nine percent of the charge or fee paid for parking for a weekly or monthly period. This 
tax shall not apply if the charge or fee paid for parking in such parking lots or garages 
does not exceed $2.00 for a 24-hour period or less, $10.00 for a weekly period or $40.00 
for a monthly period. 

(2) A tax upon the use and privilege of parking a motor vehicle in or upon parking lots or 
garages owned by municipalities with populations of250,000 inhabitants or less is hereby 
imposed at the rate of six percent of the charge or fee paid for parking for a 24-hour period 
or less and nine percent of the charge or fee paid for parking for a weekly or monthly 
period. This tax shall not apply if the charge or fee paid for parking in such parking lots 
or garages does not exceed $3.00 for a 24-hour period or less, $15.00 for a weekly period 
or $60.00 for a monthly period. 

(3) In addition to any amounts due and owinu pursuant to sub-sections (1) or (2) herein, a tax 
upon the use and privilege of parking a motor vehicle in or upon parkins lots or garages, 
when such use or privilege is facilitated throimh a Bookinu Intermediary, is hereby 
imposed at the rate of one and three-quarter percent of the charge or fee paid to such 
Booking Intermediary, but not remitted to an Operator. 

(e) The ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of the tax is on the person who seeks the 

privilege of occupying space in or upon the parking lot or garage. 


(f) The tax imposed by this Section shall not apply to: 

(1) Residential off-street parking of house or apartment or condominium occupants, 
wherein an arrangement for parking is provided in the house or apartment lease in a 
written agreement between the landlord and tenant; 

(2) Residential parking pro\ided for condominium occupants pursuant to a written 
agreement between the condominium association and the owner, occupant or guest of a 
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unit owner, whether the parking charge is payable to the landlord, condominium 
association, or to the operator of the parking lot or garage; or 

(3) To hospital and medical center employees parking at a parking lot or garage where the 
hospital or medical center is the employer and, as described in this Article, operator. 

(g) The amount of the tax due under this Article shall be computed exclusive of any Federal, 
State or municipal taxes imposed.

(a) The Commission will be responsible for evaluating and forecasting any new revenue sources 
proposed by the Board and or Executive. 

(b) The purpose of the Commission will be to develop a five-year consensus revenue forecast on 
an annual basis to be updated quarterly. The forecast will include but not be limited to: Sales 
and Use ta.xes, Property Taxes, Cigarette Taxes, Fuel Taxes and other sources of County 
revenue. 

(c) The forecast will be completed no later than September 15th of each fiscal year, and will be 
updated quarterly thereafter, to enable coordination with the County Budget and to allow for 
mid-year adjustments. 

(d) If no agreement is reached on a fiscal consensus by September 15th, the Commission shall, 
not later than September 30th, issue a report to the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that explains its estimates and why a consensus could not be reached. 

(e) The Commission will have seven members appointed by the County Board President and 
confirmed by the County Board, but also by virtue of their respective positions including: 

Chairman of the Business and Economic Development Committee, Chairman of the Pension 
Committee, Chairman of the Finance Committee, the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County, 
an economist working for the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, an academic economist with 
expertise in local economic conditions housed at a University located in Cook County, one 
member of the public w ith expertise in public finance. 

(0 Board Members will serve for three years and can be reappointed for consecutive tenns. 

(g) The Commission has the authority' to purchase subscriptions to economic and financial data, 
contract with forecasting service firms, engage outside forecasting resources and hire or 
assign only the staff needed to perform the basic functions and outreach of the Commission, 
as approved by the Board of Commissioners. 

(h) All meetings of the Commission w ill be open to the public. 

(i) The forecast and assumptions from the Commission and any external resources utilized w ill 
be made publicly available on the County’s website.

(a) The Commission will be responsible for evaluating and forecasting any new revenue 
sources proposed by the Board and or Executive. 

(b) The purpose of the Commission will be to d e velop a analyze the five-year consensus 
revenue forecast developed by the Chief Financial Officer on an annual basis to - be- 
updated and provide quarterly updates to the Board of Commissioners . The forecast 
will include but not be limited to: Sales and Use taxes, Property Taxes, Cigarette 
Taxes, Fuel Taxes and other sources of County revenue. 

(c) The Chief Financial Officer will be required to provide their forecast , as well as all 
associated data, methodology and estimates, to the Commission by July Uf The 
Commission will analyze these assumptions and how they relate to the County’s 
preliminary buduet and will provide recommendations to the President and Board of 
Commissioners via an annual public hearing in August. The Chief Financial Officer 
will then be required to share any updates to their assumptions on a quarterly basisr- te- 
enable coordination with the County Budg e t and to allow for mid - year adjustm e nt s. 
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(d) If no agreement is reached on the Chief Financial Officer's assumptions by August 
1 a fiscal cons e nsus by September 15 ^. the Commission shall, not later than 
Sept e mber 30 ^ August 31 st , issue a report to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that explains its estimates and why a consensus an agreement could 
not be reached. 

(e) The Commission will have sev e n three members appointed by the County Board 
President and confirmed by the County Board, but also by virtue of their respective 
positions including: 

Chai r man of the Busine ss and Economic E) e v e lopm e nt Committ ee , Chairman of th e 
P e nsion Committ ee , Chairman of th e Financ e- Committe e , th e- Chi e f Financial Officer 
of Cook Count y^ an economist working for th e Fed e ral R e serve Bank of Chicago , ene- 
two academic economist^with expertise in local economic conditions housed at a 
University located in Cook County and one member of the public with expertise in 
public finance. The Chief Financial Officer would serve as Chairman of the 
Commission. 

(f) Board Commission Members will serve on a voluntary basis for three years and can 
be reappointed for consecutive terms. 

(g) The Chief Financial Officer has the authority to hire one (1) staff to serve as a liaison 
with the Commission. This staff would allow the Commission access to the Chief 
Financial Officers subscriptions to economic and financial data, consultation with 
forecasting service firms, and outside resources as needed, per the needs and requests 
of the Commission. 


(h) All meetings - of th e- Commission will be epeuto the public. All aspects of the 
commission’s work shall be governed bv the Open Meetings Act. 5 ILCS 120/1 to 
120/7.5, and by the Freedom of Information Act. 5 ILCS 140/1 to 140/11.5. Members 
of the public shall be encouraged to attend and constructively participate in the 
commission’s meetings. 


(i) The forecast and assumptions from the Commission Chief Financial Officer, the 
recommendations from the Commission, and any external resources utilized will be 
made publicly available on the County’s website. 
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Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption effective April 1. 
2019.
